In 1901 he married Emiliene Her- 
vieux of Montreal. There were three 
children, George, Mrs. L. A. Landry 
and Mrs, Breau. Mrs. Laporte died a- 
bout a year ago. 

Dr. Laporte was formerly Mayor of 
Edmundston.

Using the same parachute with 

which the novice jumper was killed 
at St. Catharipes June 25, George 
Bennett of Hamilton, parachute in- 
structor, floated 1,800 feet to earth at 
St. Catharines Sunday in view of 
2,500 spectators. Bennet said it was 
his 1,824th jump since he started in 
1920. .

Finance Minister Dunning announc- 
ed Thursday he would not be a candi- 
date in the next general election and 
gaid he had so advised hig constitu- 
ents in Queen's County, Prince Ed- 


‘ward Island. 


Mr. Dunning, who leaves shortly on 
a journey to Europe for his health, 
placed his resignation in the hands of 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King early 
last week, effective at the latter's 
convenience. Mr. Mackenzie King an- 
nounced he had refused to accept the 
resignation. 

Assured by physicians that he may 
expect complete recovery if he  re- 
moves himself completely from the 
official responsibilities and takes a 
long rest. Mr. Dunning in a prepared 
statement, said: “I have no plans for 
the future except to devote myself 
completely to the task of getting 
well, Any rumors connecting my name 
with any positions are entirely with- 
out foundation.” 
’ Mr, Dunning was stricken near the 
close of the 1938 parliamentary ses- 
sion but recovered sufficiently to 
carry his Ministry through the 1939 
session. He was greatly weakened 

hen prorogation came last June and 
hag been almost continuously under 
the care of a physician. 

He issued the following statement 
Thursday: 

“For the past twelve years I have 
been trying to regain my health, but 
it is evident now that I cannot do so

Ontario is engaged in a vast tree- 
planting campaign, under which 168,- 
000,000 baby trees have been distrib- 
uted by the Forestry Branch of the 
Ontario Government for planting. 

Provincial Forester J. Zavitz has 

charge of the sceme under which 
trees may be planted for as little as 
$3 or $4 an acre, Waste lands on 
which crops cannot be grown will re- 
ceive most of the trees. 
“Planted forests in Ontario are 
too young yet to give accurate data 
as to financial returns,”’ Zavitz said. 
But we do know that in Europe such 
plantations produce almost one cord 
of wood a year, per acre.” 

Twelve counties in the province 
have launched “municipal forests” 
and in all about 78,000 acres of waste 
farmland have been turned into pre- 
serves by the Department.

AIRWAYS SUSPENDS 


RESERVATIONS TO 
AFRICA AND AUSTRALIA 


Imperial Airways has suspended 
passenger reservations on Empire Air 
routes to Africa and Australia after 
Wednesday principally because of a 
shortage of planes caused by Great 
Britain's defence speed-up, 

The company said British plane fac- 
tories were unable to fill commercial 
orders in addition to the requirements 
of the Royal Air Force. Imperial Air- 
ways therefore is buying a number 
of United States engines. 

The Daily Express (Independent) 
suggested that a fleet of Wellington 
Bombers fly the Empire Mail until 
Imperial is able to obtain the nec- 
essary ships and personnel. 

Reservations already made for pas- 
sengers accommodations on the com- 
pany’s long routes’ will be filled, 
but no new reservations will be ac- 
cepted at least until after the Christ- 
mas mail rush. About 1,100 passeng- 
ers have been carried each month on 
these routes recently. 

The curtailment will not affect Im- 
perial Airways many cross channel 
services and European schedules,

Sleeping passengers were hurled 
from their berths at the crash. All 
except the rear four cars were de- 
railed, 

The horror and the heroism of the 
night were told by A. C, Munger, 
Omaha attorney who, riding in one 
of the rear cars, escaped injury. 

“Many of the victims were literally 
torn to pieces, with hands, feet or 
arms cut off and their bodies other- 
wise mutilated. 

“T had just gone to bed and was 
lying in my berth awake, Suddenly 
there was a violent bump apparently 
caused by part of the train leaving 
\the track. This was followed by a 
| succession of bumps and swerving as 
the cars started piling up in the 
creek bed. 

“A soon as the movement and 
noise stopped, uninjured persons ran 
out into the dark and started break- 
jing glass in the car windows to get 
; the living out.”
